Social Security 


WASHINGTON 
(UPI) 
- The House 
has approved a 
5 per cent Increase in 
Social Security benefits for 26.2 million 
elderly Americans and higher payroll 
taxes 
for the nation’s 
wage earners. 
It also approved a revolutionary plan 
to automatically fatten benefit checks, 
and hike taxes, when the cost of living 
goes up. 
The bill now goes to the Senate, where 
the 
benefit 
increase has strong sup­ 
port, 
but where the cost of living plan 
faces an uncertain fate. 
The 
higher 
benefits 
would start 
next Jan. 1. 
A single retired worker 
now receiving $101.70 would go to $106.- 
20, And a widow with two children re­ 
ceiving 
$202.40 
would go to $208.50. 
The payroll tax on both em ployes and 
em ployers 
would be extended to cov- 
er the first $9,000 earned during each 
year, compared with the present $7,800. 
A person earning $9,000 or more would 
pay a total of $468 during the year, com­ 
pared with the present $374.40. 
In 
addition, 
retirees 
could 
earn 
$2,000 
instead 
of the present $1,680 
during a single year before their bene­ 
fits would be reduced.

A total of seven 
Americans were killed, three wounded 
and one is m issing 
in the crashes. 
It brought to 6,850 the number of U.S. 
helicopters and planes 
lost in the war 
since Jan 1,1961. Their total value was 
estim ated 
by military sources at $6.8 
billion. 
The 50,000 Allied troops now in Cam­ 
bodia — about 40,000 South Vietnamese 
and the rest Americans —reported light 
fighting during the night and this mor­ 
ning. 
Helicopter gunship 
pilots 
said 
they destroyed 
five North Vietnamese 
trucks in one border area. 
Cambodian troops, meantime, were 
reported still fighting 
for the town of 
Tonle 
Bet 
50 
m iles 
northeast of 
Phnom 
Penh. Field reports from the 
area said the town was in flam es, with 
the Cambodians 
encircling 
an esti­ 
mated Communist battalion inside the 
town. 
New figures issued for the A llies’ of­ 
fensive into Cambodia put U.S. losses at 
172 dead and 687 wounded. South Viet­ 
namese lo sses at about 600 dead and 
more 
than 
2,000 wounded, and guer­ 
rilla 
Casualties at about 8,450 killed. 
The 
A llies 
reported they have cap- 
tured 
an estimated 
40,000 
weapons, 
3,350 
tons 
of 
rice and more than 
1,500 tons of munitions. 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) - Pleased by 
his biggest 
legislative 
victory of the 
session , 
Gov. Ronald Reagan 
urged 
the Senate 
today 
to “ rise above nar­ 
row partisianship” and swiftly pass his 
property owners’ relief package which 
ushers 
in withholding of the state in­ 
com e tax. 
There was little chance, 
however, 
the Senate could act before June 
2 — 
the day Californians 
go to the polls to 
vote 
on a rival measure, Proposition 
8, 
which 
Reagan 
calls 
an “ ill-con­ 
ceived fraud.’’ 
After 
weeks of partisan 
jockeying 
and huddles with the governor, encmgh 
Dem ocrats 
joined with Republicans 
Thursday to pass both bills of Reagan's 
package from the Assembly to the Sen­ 
ate. 
Reagan then called newsmen to his of­ 
fice to read a statement for television 
cam eras. 
He said the Assembly action 
showed 
that “ the legislature 
can and 
will provide 
real 
property tax relief 
and that ill-conceived 
m easures such 
as Proposition 8 which, in fact, raise 
the taxes of Californians by m ire than 


$1 billion 
are not 
the way to go.” 
Proposition 
8 
would 
require 
the 
state to pay 50 percent of local school 
costs 
and 90 per cent of welfare. 
Reagan’s proposal would raise nearly 
$600 million 
for various form s of pro­ 
perty tax relief its first year. By 1974, 
the revenue would reach 
$1 billion. 
The money would 
come from jjay- 
roll 
withholding of the state 
income 
tax beginning next Jan. 1, an increase 
in the sales tax from 
5 to С cents 
on the dollar starting Aug. 1, a hike in 
bank and corporation 
taxes beginning 
in two years, an income tax increase for 
single persons earning more than $16,000 
and couples earning more than $32,000, 
a reduction in the oil depletion allowance 
and a tightening of capital gains looi>- 
holes. 
That would finance a 20 to 40 |>er cent 
reduction in property 
taxes, a $50 in­ 
come tax credit 
for renters, 
a 20 
per cent reduction in business inventory 
taxes, 
tax incentives for preservaticxi 
of open 
space lands, and state assum-

an 
economic 
reappraisal 
of the Lompoc 
Narrows 
Dam 
Project, 
was present­ 
ed last night to an audience of approx­ 
im ately 
75 
persons by F. G. Macias, 
chief, Central Coast Development Field 
Branch 
of the U. S. Bureau of Recla­ 
mation in the Veterans Memorial Build­ 
ing. 
Macias 
revealed that the cost of the 
project has increased from $67,821,000 
to 
about $87,000,000. 
Without 
fiood 
control, the cost would be $81,000,000. 
He stated the increase 
is due 
to 
escalation occurring during the period 
from 
July, 
1967 
to April, 1970. 
The 
Bureau 
chief 
also 
declared 
that 
the 
benefit - cost 
ratio of the 
multi-purpose 
project would be about 
1:34:1. 
“ Why then, 
you may ask, does the 
benefit cost-ratio remain essentially the 
sam e or is reduced only slightly if the 
project costs increased $20,000,000,’’ 
Macias 
su ted . “ This 
is certainly a 
logical 
question. 
Although under the 
criteria 
we are directed 
to use in 
evaluating project accomplishments, the 
benefits 
for recreation, flood control 


and fishery 
enhancement 
did 
not in­ 
crease, 
they did not increase for the 
municipal 
and industrial water supply 
function. The increase in these la ne- 
fits is commensurate with the increase 
in project co sts.’’ 
Macias 
continued 
that the benefit- 
cost ratio is intended only as an index 
which 
gives 
Congress 
some idea of 
the m erits of a project. 
“ A more Important consideration is 
whether the people 
who 
would be af­ 
fected 
by it are willing’ to assume the 
obligation 
f(jr repayment 
of the reim­ 
bursable 
costs of the project, 
if it is 
undertaken,’’ he stated. 
In 
the case of the Lompoc Proje> t, 
this would require 
revenue equivalent 
to a water rate of about $100 per acre 
foot, 
based on April, 1970. piicf' lev- 
els and current interest rates. 
The Bureau 
is still awaitirii:

results of the réévaluation of the ficxri

asfjects of the project to« .,m. 
plete the economic reappraisal, Macia 
reported. The results of the reappraisal 
will be presented to the Santa Bar-

urged blacks 
to be calm today at the funeral of a youth 
killed in the Jackson State College vio­ 
lence, and warned them against being 
provoked by Gov. John Bell W illiams’ 
“ ungodly speech.” 
The governor, 
in 
a radio and tele­ 
vision address Thursday night, called 
for 
restraint 
among both blacks and 
whites 
during the funeral 
of James 
Karl Green, 17, one of two youths killed 
by police 
bullets 
last Friday on the 
Jackson State campus. 


W illiams 
said, however, 
the state 
would 
not tolerate 
further 
violence, 
and announced he had mobilized 1,300 
national 
guardsmen within the city of 
Jackson, 
and had alerted 10,000 more 
over the state. 
Evers, 
mayor 
of Fayette, 
M iss., 
charged 
the governor’s 
speech “ Is 


only 
agitating and is only 
oin, to cг^-. 
ate problem s. 
“ I would like to ask my black broth­ 
ers and sisters — don’t let 
him pro­

The demon­ 
strators were encouraging a 
student strike. 
At least 
10 persons were 
iniured. 
none 
seriously, 
in 
fighting among students. About 


10 others 
were arrested be­

3 
p.m. and midnight 
Thursday. 
Those arrested were held on 
charges ranging from curfew 
violations to carrying concealed 
weapons. 
Sidney and Arthur

rifle, marijuana, 
brass knuc­

Gallagher dissolved the order

Ronald Reagan’s tax revision 
plan is designed to provide 
nearly $600 million in tax relief 
the first year by raising nearly

Reagan earm irked for relief to 
property taxpuying homeown­ 
ers. The relief would be given 
by increasing the present $750 
homeowners tax exemption to 
$1,000. 
Homeowners also would get 
an

per 
cent 
reduction 
in 
the 
remaining 
assessed 
valuation 
of 
theii 
home after the $1,000 exemp­ 
tion is taken. 
For the average owner of a 
$20,000 home this would mean a 
tax reduction of about $105. 
Its other major features: 
—Institute the payroll witt* 
holding form of income tax 
collection. This is expected to 
bring the state $105 million in 
fiscal 1970-71 and $200 million 
the next year. Taxpayers would 
pay 65 per cent more during 
the first year as they escalate 
their payments to join the p.iy- 
as-you-earn system . 
-R aise the present five-cent- 
oi>the-dollar state sales tax to 
six cents. The increase takes 
effect .vug. 1 and is expected to 
raise $410 million the first year. 
—Provide a $50 income tax 


credit to persons who rent their 
homes. The credit costs the

million. 
—Reduce the business inven­ 
tory tax another 20 per cent 
beginning Jan. 1, 1971. 


—Provide for the state to pay 
about 75 per cent and counties

—Provide $8 million in funds 
for local government to expand 
the open space land program. 


—Increase the senior citizens

may see court test 


A court test may be neces­ 
sary 
to determine the legality 
of a zone change to permit the 
proposed 
development 
of El 
Capitan 
Ranch, 
according to 
the Western 
Citizens for En­ 
vironmental 
Defense 
Inc 
(CED). 
The 
growing 
controversy 
over 
the projected 1535 unit 
commercial - residential com­ 
plex 
in 
an agricultural zone 
adjacent to the El Capitan State 
Beach 
hinges in part on an in­ 
terpretation 
of the role of the 
county General Plan as a guide 
for further county growth, CED 
said today. 
"All sides 
agree that 
the 
El Capitan proposal dSes not 
conform to the General Plan,” 
CED observed in a public state­ 
ment. 
"The plan specifical­ 
ly 
designates 
the El Capitan 
area as a ‘U’ agricultural clas­ 
sification and the proposed re­ 
zoning to be considered 
next 
week by the Supervisors pro­ 
vides for a dwelling unit per 2.2 
acres. 


"At issue then is whether the 
county 
can legally rezone the 
ranch without first holding a 
series of special General Plan 
hearings 
to consider whether 
the General Plan 
should 
be 
amended to incorporate the El 
Capitan 
development and the 
precedents it would establish, 
or whether the urban 
project 
in the middle of an agriculture 
region should finally be rejec­ 
ted as essentially irreconcila­ 
ble with county planning needs. 


"We believe,” CED contin­ 
ued, “ that it is certainly 
ad­ 
visable 
public policy and may 
be legally necessary 
to give 
priority 
consideration 
to a 
review of the General Plan be­ 
fore 
deciding whether to in­ 
itiate 
a 
rezoning 
in the El 
Capitan case.” 
CED 
granted 
that the law 
presently does not require a 
county to follow the directions 
of the General Plan, and many 
counties honor 
such plans by 
ignoring them.

month stay in Denmark Suzanne 
Anderson, 
presently a junior 
in high school, finds it “ great 
to be back.” 
Suzanne 
spent 
her sopho­ 
more 
year 
in Denmark with 
relatives to “ See 
what other 
teen-agers and other schools in 
different countries were like.” 
While in Denmark 
Suzanne 
found not 
only the school and 
student 
different 
but 
a dif­ 
ference 
in attitudes teachers 
and social customs. 
Schools differed from those 
in the Inited States. All grade 
levels attend the same school 
and the school day varied both 
in 
times and subjects taken. 
Students

Dodgers for 10 years, called the 
reserve clause “ one-sided” but 
added that he thought there

control by clubs over players 
rather than a completely free- 
agent status for everyone ever 
season. 
Greenberg echoed Robinson’s 
sentiments. 
“ The 
reserve 
clause 
is 
obsolete, antiquated and defi­

Equal education 


"One man, one vote" is the law. if not the perfect practice, 
in every state. Many concerned citizens are arguing that "one 
school student, one standard of school expenditure" ought to 
be the rule within every state as well. 
It is no secret that striking differences exist between states 
in the amount of money spent on education. According to the 
National 
Committee for the Support of the Public Schools, 
expenditures for the academic year 1939-70 ranged from a low 
of $438 in Alabama to a high of $1,251 in New York. 
Yet the differences between school districts within the same 
state may be just as great. 
New York has districts wnich 
spend less than $500 per pupil and others which spend more 
than $1,500. 
In 
1967, per pupil expenditures in California ranged from 
$274 
in its poorest district to $1,7Í0 in its wealthiest, and 
in Michigan from $394 to $915. 
"N o state,” says the committee, 
" is without significant 
ranges in per pupil expenditure." 
This is not just a problem of the inner cities. Rural areas 
and bedroom 
communities whose taxable wealth consists 
almost exclusively of low-to nrddle-value residential proper­ 
ties are finding this an increasingly inadequate base to sup­ 
port the many school-age children of young families attracted 
to these communities. 
In contrast, prestigious suburbs w ith shopping centers and 


h i g h - p r i c e d 
homes and above-average 
income 
easily gen­ 
erate resources to purchase superior school services. So do 
areas with high concentrations of industry. 
The states have various aid formulas which favor poor dis­ 
tricts 
over rich, but these mainly provide a minimum floor 
of support 
while doing little to equalize disparities in local 
wealth. 
This long-standing public policy, which permits the quality 
of a child's 
education to be determined more by the accident 
of residence than any other factor, is coming under sharp at-

tack. 
State 
educational finance systems which permit such 
inequities are, in fact, 
unconstitutional, 
critics claim and 
they are using the same article on the Constitution under 
which 
the Supreme Court laid down its famous "one man, one 
vot( 
doctrine to spearhead attacks on these systems in the 
courts, 


The Fourteenth Amendment states in rn-rt th.t no state Shull 
deny to any person within its jurisdiction the equal protec­ 
tion of the law s." 


The only case to reach the Supreme Court thus far arose 
in Chicago 
In "M clnnis 
vs. 
Ogilvie," the plaintiffs asked 
that Illinois legislation which provided for and permitted the 
distribution of public monies "not based upon the educational 
needs of children" and which "resulted in unequal per pupil 
expenditures’ 
be declared unconstitutional and a permanent 
injunction be granted. 


A 
three-judge 
federal 
district 
court, while recognizing 
the inequities and conceding that "presumably 
students re­ 
ceiving a $1,000 
education were better educated than those 
acquiring 
a $600 schooling," dismissed the suit because it 
neither found the. Illinois 
statutes discriminatory or arbi­ 
trary 
nor 
could 
it discern any "judicially manageable 
standards"upon which to grant relief. 
On 
appeal, the U.S. Supreme 
Court summarily affirmed 
the district court without oral argument or formal opinion 
Two other cases have met initial defeats in lower courts’ 
one in Los Angeles and one in Bath County Va. The latter has 
been appealed to the Supreme Court. Four other suits, brought 
by students and parents in San Francisco, 
Detroit, San An­ 
tonio and Racine, Wis., are pending in state or U S district 
courts. 


Even if none of the lawsuits is ultimately successful 
re­ 
formers believe they will serve a significant purpose by dra­ 
matically illustrating to the general public and to state policy 
makers the inadequacies of the present systems.

We certainly 
agree with the Marine 
colonel 
in charge of the Naval ROTC 
program when he told the vice-chancel­ 
lor that he wished the school officials 
would fight as hard for the equal rights 


of his students as they do for the rights 
of Angela Davis. 
"They speak of academic freedom," 
the colonel 
stated. "Bu t 
what about 
the 
academic 
freedom 
of 200 mid­ 
shipmen 
to hold their parade and get 
their aw ards?" 
We believe the 
parade should be 
held, come hell or high water. But 
it 
probably won’t 
be. A sad 
state of af­ 
fairs.

Violent as is ttk 
storm 
stirred up by 
the President’s

study the political weather charts see 
the threat of even heavier going ahead.

if

is the scenario. Let’s say the 
Americans are withdrawn by the Nixon 
deadline. Communist attackers put the

^ et it cannot be excluded. President 
Nixon 
has put Thieu 
in a position to 
call the turns and, as Thieu hardens 
his 
resistance to any political com­ 
promise, 
Mr. 
Nixon 
is 
in a sense 
the prisoner of a faltering and uncer­ 
tain 
government 
10,000 miles away, 
sustained 
almost entirely by massive 
American 
help 
in 
money and arm s. 
Nothing 
remotely 
like this has ever 
occurred in Am erica’s history. 
The 
vice-president, 
the 
secretary 
of state and the secretary 
of defense 
have all said the administration accepts 
no responsibility for the Lon Nul govern­ 
ment. Nevertheless, a public appeal to 
keep 
Cambodia from going down the 
Communist 
drain would present Mr. 
Nixon with an agonizing decision. And* 
one can be sure that Thieu will be stand­ 
ing in the wings reinforcing the cry for 
help 
and the danger to his own forces 
in turn 
endangering the Vietnimization 
program. 


It may have been merely coincidence 
that Ambassador Ellsworth Bunker was 
in Washington as the storm raged. Dur­ 
ing his three 
years 
in Saigon he has 
developed a benign paternalism toward 
Thieu. Someone, whether it was Bunk­ 
er or not 
is unknown, 
convinced M r. 
Nixon 
that rhieu was one of the three 
or four ablest political 
figures in the 
world today. 


Did 
Bunker’s 
flow 
of optimistic 
dispatches 
convince 
two presidents. 


first 
Lyndon 
Johnson and then Rich- 
ard 
Nixon, that the inevitable choice 
was to back the Thieu government right 
through 
to the end? 
Or was Bunker 
in Saigon 
simply 
carrying out the di­ 
rectives of policy 
determined 
in the 
White 
House? 
This 
is the kind of 
chicken-and-egg dispute that will be re­ 
solved only by historians in some dis­ 
tant 
future. From Bunker's bland re­ 
sponses there is no clue. 


An 
astonishing 
phenomenon 
is in 
how short a time the Johnson 
and the 
Nixon 
styles have become nearly iden­ 
tical. 
As the Vietnamization program 
seemed 
to 
be progressing, 
with the 
announcement only 10 days before the 
Cambodian decision that 150,000 more 
American 
troops would 
be withdrawn 
in 12 months, the President was tidying 
up the Vietnam mess. In little more than 
two weeks the turnaround has been 
complete.

International scene by Ray Cromley 
Avoids trap

WASHINGTON (N EA) 
Some time back this reporter traveled 
around the edges of the P a rro t’s Beak and 
went out on night police raids against 
infiltrators from Cambodia a few short 
miles away. 
The beak, because 
it jutted to within 35 
miles of Saigon, was 
(and is) a major in­ 
filtration 
r o u t e . 
T rail watchers this 
writer talked to re­ 
ported 
continued 
movement 
down its 
paths and through its 
marshes. 
F rom what this re­ 
porter could see and from what could be 
learned from men who had slipped in 
and out, the area is difficult to pene­ 
trate. 
It is an easy region in which 
to set up ambushes and a hazardous 
terrain from which to extricate troops 
surprised by an enemy force. It is not an 
area, like Khe Sanh, where air power 
can be decisive. 


The beak is about 20 miles wide and 
approximately 33 miles long at its pointy 
nose which juts vaguely in the direc­ 
tion of Saigon. It is about two - thirds 
marsh. 


Considerable evidence existed of ma­ 
jor supply depots, equipped with a com­ 
plex of repair shops for small weapons. 
It was obviously a major staging area. 
The attack on the Parrot's Beak is only 
one of a series of scheduled raids on ma­ 
jor Communist base points inside the 
Cambodia border. 


I he obvious objective, of course, is 
to destroy supply depots and thus "sp o il" 
North 
Vietnamese • Viet Cong plans 
for future attacks on the key Delta 
region south of Saigon. This would buy 
time for Vietnamization. That is, it would 
delay the date on which the South Viet­ 
namese 
forces 
are required to face 
a well - equipped and well - prepared 
foe on his terms at a time of his choos­ 
ing. 
It is also a typical President Nixon 
approach to a problem. The President’s 
Pentagon advisers advised him that Lt. 
Gen. Lon Nol's inexperienced, outnum­ 
bered and outgunned Cambodians require 
m ilitary backup as well as arms if they 
are to survive. 


I f the United States should send troops, 
planes or advisers, this country would be 
committed and could find it difficult 


to withdraw. We might be caught in a 
trap. 


Such U.S. aid would also involve seri­ 
ous international and domestic political 
problems. 


But it was essential the United States 
make some dramatic gesture. Once be­ 
fore, 
early 
in their 
freedom from 
1 ranсe, 
the Cambodians had appealed 
to the United States 
for m ilitary help 
and had been refused. Much to our dis­ 
comfiture, they then turned to the Com­ 
munists for aid. 


Urgent 
messages 
from U.S. posts 
in the Far East reported that if Nixon 
did not respond in some forceful way it 
would 
lead to disillusionment 
in key 
Southeast Asian countries. 


The U.S.-supported South Vietnamese 
raids on enemy border staging bases 
are a compromise. American advisers, 
aircraft, 
pilots and services of supply 
are not committed to the Cambodians by 
this maneuver. 
If Lon 
Nol and his troops fold in the 
face of Communist attacks, the United 
States is not caught standing there hold­ 
ing the bag — forced to take over the war. 


Yet attacking border posts with the 
South 
Vietnamese 
obviously 
brings 
pressure against the North Vietnamese- 
VC on the east at a time when they are 
busy 
hitting Lon Nol on the west and 
south. 
Hanoi’s 
troops 
must therefore 
move cautiously to protect their "r e a r ." 
The raids not only 
destroy 
arms 
food and other supplies the Communists 
require for their 
attacks 
on Vietnam 
but also 
destroy 
those supplies they 
need for their fight with the Cambodians. 


Hopefully, 
these 
attacks w ill give 
the new Cambodian government time to 
organize 
and consolidate 
its position 
and give Lon Nol and his forces time 
to regroup and resupply themselves and 
to better organize 
some sort of a de­ 
fensive strategy. 
The worry is the Nixon program may 
not work. 


One experienced American guerrilla 
worries what will happen If U.S.-backed 
South Vietnamese forces (with Am eri­ 
can 
advisers) 
are surrounded by the 
enemy 
in 
one of these Cambodian ex­ 
cursions. Do we then, he says, move in 
U.S. troops 
to get them out? That will 
be the temptation.
